B-29 Survivors Tell Haida 
Rescuers Story Of Ordeal 


(CP)—j caked airmen walked unaided 
ance | from the crashboats that brought 
lthem to the shore from the 
destroyer. They grinned at the 
wildly cheering hundreds who 
watched them transfer to ambu- 
lances. that took them to the 
Kindley air base hospital here. 

Most of the men were con- 
sidered in good condition. Some 
had suffered sprains. Some had 
salt water sores. But the 
majority seemed fairly fit, 

The captain of the rescuing 
destroyer, Lt.-Cmdr. Edward T. G, 
Madgwick of Ottawa, said seas 
50 to 60 feet high were tossing 
the lifeboats as he brought the 
Haida - alongside. The waves 
were so high, said the 33-year- 
old Canadian skipper, the men 
stepped of were handed across 
the destroyer’s forward deck 
without using a ladder.

The banned director is B. Rob- 
shaw, chairman of the club and 
the only director concerned who 
now remains in office The 
former secretary is J, Cat 
terall. 


The league auditors alleged 
that by failing to apply the in 
eome tax system to the whole 
of the players wages, to accrued 
Shares of benefits and to pay- 
ments in relation to the clubs 
tour of Czechoslovakia,

Other allegations
